I zero. Severe storms were becoming 
) less frequent, and the air. though 
colder, was less humid and less dlsa 
j greeal.le. An Ira fort was formed, and 
the winter stodging was begun by 
'short excursion* to bait ijje fox traps 
and gather the foxes. 

| All these pursuit*, with the work of 
Pat kiln* and repairing sleds. making 
dug hurnaas and shaping new winter 
cloth tug. kept up a lively Interest 
while the great crust which was to 
bold down the unruly deep for au 
many months thickened and closed.
